DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the amendment filed on November 24, 2009. 
The abstract, specification, and claims 1-20 have been amended. Claims 1-20 
remain pending. 

Drawings 

The replacement drawing sheets (1/7-6/7) received on November 24, 2009 are 
acceptable. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. These amendments 
merely correct formal matters and do not change the scope of the claims. 

Should the changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an 
amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of 
such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, line 3 "which" has been deleted. 

In claim 9, line 4 "the rear" has been changed to ~a rear--. 

In claim 10, line 3 "which" has been deleted. 

In claim 10, line 26 "the" has been deleted. 
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Response to Amendment 

The objections to the drawings have been overcome by the replacement 
drawings. 

The amendments to the abstract and specification have overcome the objections 
set forth in the previous Office action. 

The objection to claims 10 and 11 is overcome by the amendment to claim 10. 
Applicant's amendment has addressed the indefiniteness pointed out in the prior 

action. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments appearing on pages 34-36 of the response filed on 
November 24, 2009, with respect to the rejection of claims 1 and 12-17 as being 
anticipated by Sudau et al. '472 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments appearing on pages 36-38 of the response filed on 
November 24, 2009, with respect to the rejection of claims 1-9 and 18-20 as being 
anticipated by Heller et al. '413 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 

Accordingly, the rejections based on the prior art have been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art discloses or renders obvious a hydrokinetic coupling device 
including the means for restricting the circulation of the fluid in a roughly radial direction 
at least inside a front axial space of the damping device which is situated between the 
front guide washer and the damper plate in combination with the remainder of the 
recited structure set forth in the independent claims 1 and 10.
